To most of Dexter Holland's friends, the 
Offspring’s cherub-cheeked vocalist is still 
known by his given name, Bryan. It was just 
that this highly cerebral, highly energetic 
frontman felt that the name “Dexter” was 
more perfectly suited to his self-professed 
“slightly geeky” stage image. But 
Bryan...Dexter...Mr. Holland— what-

a years. Born to an upper middle class 
family in ritzy Orange County, 
California, Holland has taken great 
pride in his ability to balance his aca- 
# demic life (he’s currently a doctoral 
candidate in microbiology at USC) 
with his love for raw, unbridled rock 
# and roll. In fact, he can recall exactly 
when he began to realize that 
despite his geek lifestyle, and his 
geek friends, he wanted to try his 


fa hand at starting his own band. 


“| guess | was about 14 or 15 
when my older brother brought 
home a bunch of albums by local 
bands like Agent Orange and 
T.S.O.L.," Holland said. “I! thought 
they were just great. There was a 
lot of energy in those songs, but 
there was just enough melody too. 

Before 
that my life basically consisted of 
studying, running track and hang- 


ing out with other guys who did [aa 


the exact same things. Music really 
opened things up.” 

While young Bryan never gave 
up entirely on his academic pur- 
suits, his love for music began to

after failing to get into a sold-out perfor- 
mance by Social Distortion, that he 
decided to join up with another track 
team member at Pacifica High School in 
# Garden Grove— a guy by the name of

Offsping bassist Greg K— to form his 
a first band, Manic Subsidal. That group 
began playing gigs in and around the 
Garden Grove neighborhood, but soon 
changed its name to the Offspring 
(“nobody could figure out what Manic 
Subsidal meant,” Holland said), and set

bers of the Offspring would have liked. 
While they enjoyed unbridled popularity 
with surf-crazy beach kids who got off on 
their pseduo-punk sound, the late-’80s was 
still “hair band” time in L.A., and record 
labels wanted nothing to do with 
punk groups. Still, the Offspring 
hung on, and when the musical 
tides began to turn in the early 
‘90s, the band was finally offered 
a small contract to make their first 
album. That disc sold about 
10,000 copies— a number that 
astounded the band— and led 
directly to the recording of their 
1992 effort, Ignition, a disc that 
sold an even more astonishing 
50,000 copies. When it became 
time for the group to reenter the 
studio to begin work on their 
1994 release, Smash, their only 
goal was to double the sales of 
their previous effort. Some four 
million copies later, Smash, now 
ranks among one of the decade's 
most successful rock releases. 
And now, with the Offspring’s 
move to a major label with the 
release of their latest disc, Ixnay 
On The Hombre (which has 
already gone platinum), Holland 
realizes that his quest for a doc- 
toral thesis may have to remain 
on the back burner for another 
couiple of years. 

“Obviously, we've been as sur- 
prised as anyone by what's hap- 
pened,” Holland related. “Our 
goal a few years ago was just to 
sell 100,000 albums and keep 
the band going. Once it went 

past that level, everything became kind of 
abstract. Gold, platinum, double platinum 
and more... it’s hard to comprehend. All it 
really means to me is that we can keep 
doing what we like. We're not gonna 
become different people and have differ- 
ent goals because of our success. | still 
have many of the same plans for the 
future, though | know I'll have to put 
them on hold for awhile. And | guess I’m 
still the same geek | was in high school— 
it’s just that now it seems like being a 
geek is cool.”

For their’ part however, the resurgent, reenergized and reunited 
~ Crue doesn't want to hear any talk of “’80s rock” and the glory 
that was once theirs. Today, their focus is squarely on the future— 
of finding a way of introducing this generation of fans to the 
_ $narling musical fury and ribald lyrical imagery that have long been 
Motley Crue’s most recognizable calling cards. They may forever 
remain the most famous and. infamous product of the now-leg- 
endary West Coast Metal Explosion of the early ‘80s, but these 
Motley men couldn't give a rat's ass about their past accomplish- 
ments. Certainly on Generation Swine, they have significantly 
updated their style, at times sounding as avant-garde and as “alter- 
native” as Alice In Chains or Bush on a good day. But this doesn’t 
represent some sudden and drastic change of heart for Motley 
Crue. Rather, Sixx insists, it’s all just a natural part of the group's on- 
going musical evolution. 

“| don’t react that well when anyone says that we're trying to 
make our statement for the ‘90s,” the raven-haired bassist ‘said. 
“There's never been a conscious effort on our part to make a par- 
ticular statement at any time. Our motivation has always been to 
be true to what we do rather than try to fit in. Just look at us and 
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you can see that we're not exactly the kind of people that ever try 
to fit into anything. We're Motley Crue; we never took any crap 
from anyone, and we never will.” 

Indeed the Crue has dished out a heck of a lot more crap ove! 
their years than they've ever been forced to take. From the 
moment they first exploded on the L.A. club circuit in 1981 with 
their incendiary stage show— where Nikki's pants were quite liter- 
ally set on fire— Motley Crue has remained a band that's proudly 
played by their own rules, and lived to tell about it...barely. The sto- 
ries are now part of metal lore... how Nikki almost died after over- 
dosing on drugs...how Vince survived an auto wreck in which a fel- 
low. rocker was killed...how Mick once passed out on Stage after 
imbibing too much Jack Daniels...how Tommy once had his private 
parts bitten by an overzealous groupie. Quite simply, no other band 
in rock history has ever been at the center of more controversy, 
innuendo and media focus than Motley Crue. With their high-pro- 
file lifestyles (Tommy's marriage to Baywatch babe Pamela 
Anderson is on-again, while Nikki's recent hitching to Baywatch 
babe Donna D'Errico is still in its honeymoon Stage) and their head- 
line grabbing reformation with Vince (who recently married his 
own Playboy Playmate), it’s certainly no secret that Motley Crue 
may very well rank as the all-time kings of rock and roll excess. And 
with the release of their latest disc, they can’t wait to add a few 


new tawdry chapters to their already sordid 
history book. — 

“We're so decadent,” Sixx said with a 
characteristic smirk. “When the four of us — 
are together you can just feel the energy.

But maa anyone Bibeging to view these 
various reactions as merely the pro- 
grammed responses of another conceit- 
ed, self-possessed, been-there done-that 
Rock God, just remember that Daniel 
Johns is now all of 17 years old. How 
would you feel to be just 17 and already 
have two solid years of experience in the 
glaring rock and spotlight under your 
belt? It’s been Livin’ Large for Johns and 
equally fresh-faced bandmates Chris 
Joannou and Ben.Gilles from the 
moment their debut disc, Frogstomp, 
sailed past the double platinum sales 
plateau back in 1995. And considering

HP: in your eyes, how does this record differ 
from past Queensryche creations? 

GT: Fresh and quick was the approach we 
were looking for on this record. We didn’t 
want to spend a lot of time with it. We 


wanted to capture the moment of time that 
we're in. That attitude is reflected in the title, 
Hear In The Now Frontier. The name is 
very similar to the way we recorded and 
wrote the record. There wasn’t a lot of atten- 
tion to detail, it was a far more spontaneous 
record than anything we had ever done. Our 
goal was to create a record that captured 
what was happening at the time, capturing 
that energy. 

HP: What was going on in the collective con- 
sciousness of the band when you created this 
record? 

GT: It's been an evolution. We started writ- 
ing this record when we were on tour, so 
we've spent a lot of time with songs like 
Some People Fly and Spool. We sat with 
them for a while. We were actually ready for 
recording in May, but we were waiting 
around for our producer Peter Collins and 
Toby Wright because we wanted them to do 
this record with us. They had other commit- 
ments they had to fulfill, so we had to wait 
until they had some time. We were sitting 
around for quite a while, through a good part 
of the summer. As opposed to just polishing 
and perfecting the songs we had, we ended 
up writing more songs, like Sign of the Times, 
which made it on the record. 

HP: What did Peter Collins (producer 
Operation:mindcrime and Toby Wright 
(Alice In Chains, the Wallflowers) bring into 
Queensryche? How did this production team 
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strong and say, “This part really strikes me as 


something special, how can we make it 
speak so it really stands out?” That sends you 
on a brainstorm of how can we make that 
part stand out. 


HP: You've been together for 14 years. 
Where is Queensryche at this point in the 
band's evolution? 

GT: Our songwriting attitude hasn’t 
changed. For Queensryche, making music is 
writing about what's interesting to us. It's no 
different that what we've always done. It’s 
just that the way we've approached it this 
time is somewhat different. We didn't think

to a get a true fix on that band 

known far-and-wide as Bush. This is a 
group that almost too often appears to 
thrive on ambiguity and amorphism, a 
band that revels in both obscuring the lines 
that frequently distinguish varying musical 
categories as well as in obliterating the pre- 
tense the so predictably accompanies musi- 
cal trends. What exactly are Bush? Are they 
truly cutting-edge hard rock monsters, as 
some of their followers would have you 
believe, or are they merely a heavy-handed 
hit machine? Are they authentic alternative 
rock pioneers or just another in a long line 
of tried-and-true followers of the rock sta- 
tus quo? Are they a British band trying to 
sound American, or an American band try- 
ing to sound British? 

Thankfully, vocalist/guitarist Gavin 
Rossdale, guitarist Nigel Pulsford, bassist 
Dave Parsons and drummer Robin 
Goodridge have decided to waste little of 
their precious time trying to figure out the 
answers to such potentially weighty ques- 
tions. Apparently these London-based lads 
would much rather focus their abundant 
energies on the creation of new music and 
the plotting of future concert tours than on

dealing with such superficially mundane 
matters. Does anyone really care about 
where Bush fits into the context of recent 
rock and roll history? And does even the 
band's staunchest supporter give a damn 
about how they can best classify the 
group's string of chart-topping hits? With 
sales for their first two discs, Sixteen 
Stone and Razorblade Suitcase, having 
now surpassed the ten million sales level, 
there remains little doubt that no matter 
what you may choose to call their music, 
and where you may arbitrarily. decide they 
fit into the contemporary rock landscape, 
Bush have now solidified their position as 
one of the most important and influential 
bands of this decade. 

“When you start getting caught up in 
thinking about how you compare to other 
band or how your music might be per- 
ceived by others, you run the risk of losing 
focus,” Parsons said. “| think one of our 
best qualities is that we can still laugh at all 
the commotion that surrounds us. If we 
couldn't | believe we'd be running the risk 
in getting absorbed in rather unimportant 
matters— things that would definitely take 
away from the music. From the very begin- 
ning, we knew that we wanted to make 
the music and leave the analysis or the criti- 
cism to those who choose to do that. 
Maybe someday we'll all look back and try 


to understand if we truly did have an 
impact on our era. But this certainly isn't 
the time for that.” 

Love ‘em or hate ‘em— and there are 
many who hold dearly to those widely 
divergent opinions when it comes to 
Bush— it now seems as if virtually every- 
| one, everywhere has grown to a least 

admire some of the attitude and the ambi- 
tion displayed by Rossdale and company. 
While Bush's heart-wrenching musical 
excesses may not be geared for the listen- 
ing pleasure of everybody, and though the 
group's sound still often draws unfavorable

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comparisons to the already-dated Sounds 
Of Seattle, their ability to create two con- 
secutive chart-topping discs has made 
even the band’s most determined detrac- 
tors sit up and take notice. In fact, only 
Metallica, Pearl Jam and Green Day now 
rank ahead of Bush in terms of hard rock 
album sales in the ‘90s. And as copies of 
- Razorblade Suitcase continue to fly off 

__ of record store shelves in near-record 
numbers, it’s not unthinkable to imagine 
that before this decade reaches its 
inevitable conclusion, Bush may actually 
emerge as the most commercially suc- 
cessful rock group of their time. 

“It's really interesting to look at who 
has been successful in the ‘90s and to 
see what they actually represent in 
- regard to their impact on the music 
scene,” noted an industry observer. 


“Bands like Pearl Jam and Green Day 
supposedly spearheaded an entire musi- 
cal movement— grunge and punk, 
respectively. On the other hand, what 
has Bush spearheaded? As far as | can 
tell, nothing! They haven't had much of 
an impact at home in England, where 
fans look at them as selling out to 
America. And over here they kind of 
exist in a vacuum, They've been 
grouped in with the Seattle bands, but 
they really shouldn't be. And they don’t 
belong with the Brit pop/rock groups 
like Oasis either. Maybe the thing Bush 


deserves most of the credit for is mak- 
ing it big without the help of anyone 
else's coattails.” 

Standing alone is certainly nothing new 
for Bush. Ever since they first made their 
mark while playing in London clubs back in 
1993, this quartet has prided themselves 
on the fact that they've never jumped on 
any particular musical bandwagon. Though 
Rossdale has openly— and often— hailed 
the work of Nirvana, and admitted the 
impact that Kurt Cobain’s work has had on 
his musical soul, he also quickly refutes any 
claim that Bush is trying to be Europe's 
answer to Seattle Angst. Any turmoil that 
surfaces in such Bush hits as Glycerine, 
Everything Zen or Swallowed, Rossdale 
insists, has far more to do with his own 
personal views on life than with any 
attempt at reinterpreting the views of oth- 


# 


ers. Yet with a string of Hollywood and 
rock world babes on his arm, and millions 
flowing into his bank account, even the 
irrepressible Rossdale admits that he has lit- 
tle to complain about these days. As Bush 
continues to tour the face of Planet Earth 
in support of their latest aloum, it would 
seem to all is as right as it can possibly be 
in this band’s musical world. There may still 
be some lingering confusion in certain cir- 
cles about exactly who and what Bush are, 
but, if truth be known, these guys seem to 
like it like that. 

“Wouldn't it be incredibly boring if every- 


one knew everything about you?” 
Rossdale wondered. “The media would like 
to serve you up on a silver platter for every- 
one to see, and they do their best to do 
that. But you really can’t allow it. the public 
side of my life is very public, and | accept 
that. It goes along with what I’ve chosen to 
do with my life. But | do try and maintain 
some degree of privacy. it’s amazing how 
inaccurate some of the things I've read 
about myself have been. Even if people 
don’t know the truth, they'll simply make 
up something in order to sell newspapers. 
But | accept that as well. | may wish that it 
didn't happen, that people would just con- 
centrate on the music rather than the peo- 
ple making it. But I’ve grown to understand 
that we're not going to be able to separate 
one from the other. They're all parts of 
being in Bush.”

blue rock and roll fan want? The simple fact 
is that if you don't love this album, you don’t 
love heavy metal! 
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ave Grohl can’t help but laugh at the 
DD: of it all. Just three years ago this 

dark-haired rocker feared that his 
musical career may have come to an abrupt 
and unexpected conclusion following the 
tragic suicide of Nirvana bandmate, Kurt 
Cobain. In the wake of Cobain’s death, 
Grohl lost his will to make music, believing 
that much of his creative soul had passed 
along with the earthly remains of his late, 
dearly departed friend. For weeks Grohl sat 
alone in his Washington-state home, 
depressed, forlorn and lost. He seriously 
wondered if he would ever again have the 
drive to play rock and roll. 

Slowly but surely, however, his desire to sit 
behind his drum kit, and to pick up his gui- 
tar and play, began to return. Tentatively at 
first, then more aggressively, Grohl began to 
write and record music on his own, totally

away from the prying eyes of fellow musi- 
cians, nosy record labels and even his 
adoring public. He didn’t know what the 
eventual fate of his home-made record- 
ings might be, whether they'd end up on 
the cutting room floor, or in some 
unmarked box in the back of his hallway 
closet. Little could Grohl have guessed 
that his quickly recorded, self-produced 
doodlings (done only with the assistance 
of long-time Nirvana associate Barret 
Jones) would. serve as the foundation for 
his future musical career! 

“| wouldn't have believed it, that's for 
sure,” Grohl said. “Making those recordings 
was almost therapy for me. It was my way 
of getting over the hurdle created by Kurt's 
death. | never had any intention of making 
those recordings public or even of letting 
anyone know what | was up to. But my ‘big 
mistake’ was making a few rough demo 
tapes and sending them to some friends. 
Before | knew it, things had taken on a life 
of their own. That's how the Foo Fighters 
came about.” 

Now, three amazing years later Grohl 
finds his Foo Fighters to be among the most 
popular and successful bands on earth. The 
group's 1995 self-titled debut disc (com- 
prised primarily of those home-made tapes) 
proved to be a two million-selling-smash, 
with such songs as This Is A Call emerging 


among that year's most listened-to and 
watched— thanks to the Foo’s award-win- 
ning videos— tunes. If that wasn’t enough,

the refurbished band, featuring a lineup 
that includes guitarist Pat Smear and bassist 
Nate Mendel (along with recently departed 
drummer William Goldsmith), has now 
resurfaced with The Colour And The 
Shape, an even more eclectic, powerful 
and potentially successful batch of songs 
than those contained on the group’s plat- 
inum-coated debut. It's all proven to be a 
very heady experience for young Mr. 
Grohl— an experience for which he 
promises he'll remain thankful for the rest 
of his life. 

“It’s hard to describe what it’s like to sud- 
denly lose the most important thing in your 
professional life, and then suddenly find 
that there is still something worthwhile 
going on,” he said. “After Nirvana, | slowly 
began to realize that | did want to be in 
another band.

Now that he’s firmly in control of his own

ters, the likes of which he rarely needed to 
confront during Nirvana's historic run. 
Questions concerning album packaging, 
merchandising tie-ins and tour scheduling 
all regularly cross Grohl’s crowded desk 
these days, and while this happy-go-lucky 
guy would much prefer to focus his abun- 
dant attentions squarely on his band’s 
music, he realizes that taking-care-of-busi- 
ness is a vital part of his re-born celebrity 
status. While he freely admits that he’s far 
from anxious to ever see the Foos climb 
the same kind of stratospheric commercial 
and cultural mountain conquered by 
Nirvana, he is also quick to add that he'll 
do everything in his power to ensure his 
latest combo the best possible opportuni- 
ty to climb as high as they can. It’s all yet 
another ironic twist in what has become 
Grohl's never-say-never existence.

~ rock and roll history. The Ozz Fest concept 


originally came to life at what was to be 
the final show of Osbourne’s 1996 world 
tour— a 12-hour performance at San 
Bernadino’s Blockbuster Pavilion (now 
documented on the disc and video Ozz 


- Fest ’96) which, in addition to Ozzy, fea- 
tured a legion of headbanging monsters. . 
.including Slayer, Danzig, Sepultura, 


Biohazard and Powerman 5000. Judging 
by the incredible reaction that show gen- 
erated— as well as by the advance sales 
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for all the shows booked for the festival’s 
summer run— the Ozz Fest ‘97 may well 
prove to be the single most important tool 
in helping the hard rock form regain much 
of its former luster. 

Working closely in conjunction with his 
wife/manager Sharon, Ozzy took the 
impetus provided by his original San 
Bernadino showcase to begin putting 
together the pieces for the first great 
American heavy metal touring festival of 
the ‘90s. The pair's first goal was to again 
attempt to reunite the original Sabbath— 


which in addition to Ozzy features gui- 
tarist Tony lommi and bassist Geezer 
Butler. As many fans may remember, a 
much ballyhooed Sabbath “reunion” 
was originally attempted in 1994, 
before falling apart among bitter 
charges and counter charges from both 
sides. But this time, things apparently 
went more smoothly, with both Ozzy 
and lommi realizing this indeed may be 
the “now or never” time for a Sabbath 
reformation. By last February the papers 
were signed, and Ozzy was able to turn 
his attentions towards a wide variety of 
other Ozz Fest details. 

The initial interest in the festival, how- 
ever, even surprised Ozzy and Sharon. 
Drawing on support from a wide variety 
of sources both within and outside of 
the traditional metal community, the 
Osbournes soon discovered there was 
an incredible hunger throughout 
America for a hard rock/metal showcase 
devoid of any ‘90s-styled “political cor- 
rectness” or alternative angst. While 
many critics initially decried the very 
concept of the Ozz Fest, continually 
Stating the misguided notion that 
“metal is dead”, the Fest’'s ability to 
routinely pack upwards. of 50,000 fans 

into ballparks from coast-to-coast has 
not only silenced these detractors, but 
proven to the entire rock world that 
despite premature reports of its demise, 
heavy metal is clearly alive and well. 

“It’s ridiculous to think that heavy 
metal doesn’t still have an incredibly 
strong following,” Osbourne said. “The 
fans have always been there— it's just 
that the record labels and the media 
have once again turned their backs on

them. | saw that happen so many times 
before. It certainly happened in the ‘70s 
when | was originally with Black Sabbath. 
We were selling millions of albums and 
selling-out arenas, yet nobody wanted to 
acknowledge our existence. It’s much the 
same today. There are some brilliant metal 
bands out there. And there are fans who 
love those bands. Maybe it’s time to try 
and make metal cool again— though per- 
sonally | don’t give a crap if it’s considered 
cool or not.” 

True to his often mercurial nature,

Putting together the Ozz Fest was a task 
that required the undivided focus of not 
only Ozzy and his ever-loyal, ever-clever 
wife, but also of a wide variety of music 
industry insiders. The sheer logistics 
involved with transporting the giant dou- 
ble-sided, revolving stage to each and 
every one of the 20 Fest sights was 
enough to gainfully employ a team of 
over 30 experienced “roadies”. Add to 
that the myriad problems associated with 
housing, feeding and transporting as 
many as ten bands at a single event as 
they prepared to perform on both a main 
and side stage, and you get a small taste 
of what faced Osbourne as he began to 
lay down plans for the event. First and 
foremost, however, Ozzy knew that he 
had to line up the cream of the current 
heavy metal crop to perform at Ozz Fest— 
the bands that best captured the classic 
style and spirit of metal, but with their 
own ‘90s twist. As soon as the likes of 
Pantera, Type O Negative and Marilyn 
Manson answered the Oz’ call-to-arms, 
there was nothing in the world that could 
stop the Ozz Fest’s forward momentum.

Thankfully, after a tense six-year nace 


during which Tyler and Perry rarely com- 
municated and Aerosmith’s career for- 
tunes plummeted to an all-time low, the 
band finally kicked all of their nasty 
habits, cleaned up their act and reunited 
to make one of the most stirring “come- 
backs” in rock and roll history. Such ‘80s 
albums as Done With Mirrors and 
Pump stand as landmark achievements, 
discs that managed to sell millions of 
copies while maintaining the high level 
of blues/rock integrity that Aerosmith has 
always held so near and dear. 

But even considering all their past soap 
operaesque highs and lows, perhaps 
nothing properly prepared these Boston 
Bad Boys for the world-wide hysteria that 
has been generated by the release of 
Nine Lives. At a time when many pun- 


dits were confidently predicting that 
“conventional” hard rock was dead, and 
that only “alternative” bands could 
make a significant mark on the super-hip 
musical society of the late ‘90s, 
Aerosmith came along to prove that 
great rock and roll is both boundless and 
timeless. Working under the pressure of 
a new, highly-touted $40 million con- 
tract with Sony Music, Aerosmith once 


_ again delivered the goods, though they 


paid a heavy price— including both 
spending over a million dollars in the 
recording studio and firing their long- 
time manager— in order 
to get the job done. 

“We're some of the most 
determined people you're 
ever likely to come across,” 
Perry said. “We respond 
when anyone tells us 
something can’t be done 
or shouldn't be done. 
Some of that attitude Is 
What got us into problems 
years ago, but today we 
know how to channel that 
attitude in a healthy way. 
We focus it on the music 

and take each song we 
make— and every note we play— as a 
challenge to make it the best we possibly 
can. That's what gets us going— that 
challenge. It’s not the money, as some 
people like to think. People have been 
trying to figure us out for more than 20 
years— they just can’t do it. Anyone who 
thinks they really understand us is very 
wrong. There are times when we don’t 
understand us.” 

Whether we fully understand them or 
not, there now seems to be little ques- 
tions that few bands in rock and roll are 
more universally appreciated than 


to think of them as the American Rolling 
Stones, the Godfathers of Hard Rock or 
just the good ol’ Boston Bad Boys, 
Aerosmith remains a totally unique rock 
and roll institution. And now that Nine 
Lives is in the midst of its highly success- 
ful chart run, it’s time for this special 
band to return to their natural environ- 
ment— the concert stage. Perry has 
already often expressed his enthusiasm 
about the live potential of such songs as 
Taste Of India and Nine Lives, and he 
admits that the band is chomping at the 
bit, anxiously waiting to get their feet 
back out on the rock and roll highway. 

“You may grow a little tired of the 
recording studio, and you definitely can 
grow tired of hours of travel on the road, 
but you never get tired of getting on 
stage and playing,” the guitarist said. 
“That's what it’s all about, especially for a 
band like Aerosmith. | can see 25 years 
from now some guys pushing us out on 
Stage just so we can plug in our guitars 
and play some rock and roll.”

t almost seems trite to say that Jimmy Page is a rock icon. For the last 30 years, since his days with the seminal blues/rock group 


The Yardbirds, Page has been one of the most famous faces in 


rock and roll. Yet, despite the acclaim he’s received over the years 


through his historic work with Led Zeppelin, as well as his contributions to The Firm and his short-lived partnership with David 
Coverdale, Page has rarely received his due credit as a guitar innovator and visionary. When the names of rock's all-time guitar 
heroes are mentioned, you'll always hear the likes of Jimi Hendrix, Eric Clapton and Edward Van Halen mentioned, but often 
Page's name gets lost in the mix. How unfortunate, for while he’s never possessed the silicon-slick virtuosity of Van Halen, the 
blues passion of Clapton or the sheer creative genius of Hendrix, Jimmy Page remains perhaps the single most influential force in 
the history. of hard rock guitar. Today, with The Man back at work along-side long-time cohort Robert Plant, we figured what bet- 
ter.time could there be to do a little Tech Talk with Mr. James Patrick Page.

Hit Parader: How do you rate yourself as 
a guitarist? 

Jimmy Page: That's a hard thing for me 
to do. | prefer to let others talk about 
such things. To me, it’s almost embarras- 
ing to even consider such matters, espe- 
cially since many of the things | play tend 
| to seem very easy— at least to me. 
That's why it's hard for me to discuss 
my guitar technique. | like to think that 

| am a fairly inventive player, who is 
willing to always try new things. But 
there are other players who | must 
believe can play with more skill than | 
can. 


HP: Do you ever feel that the leg- 
endary Zeppelin “mystique” clouded 
the fact that you were— and are— a 
brilliant instrumentalist? 

JP: | don’t think about it in those 
terms. | do believe that people over the 
years have gotten caught up in the 
larger-than-life aspects of Zeppelin, 
and that has obscured the quality of 
the music. Too many people think of 
the image of Zeppelin rather than of 
the music. | find that sad. 


HP: How many guitars do you own? 

JP: | own basically the guitars that | 
play. | don’t believe in hoarding them. 
And | wouldn't say that I’m a collector. 
| have a lot of interesting instruments, 
both acoustic and electric, but every 
one of them has been used in the stu- 
dio or on-stage at one time or another. 
When you've been in this business as 
long as | have, you tend to gather a 
number of instruments, and | tend to 
hold onto what has crossed my path. 
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“| started in the studio 
with a Fender 100-watt 
amp, and | still play 
the same thing.”

HP: Your double-neck Gibson has 
become a trademark. Is that your favorite 
guitar? 
JP: It's a guitar that was created out of 
necessity. | couldn’t change from a 12- 
string to a 6-string on stage quickly 
epough. So | worked with Gibson in 
designing the guitar | needed. It’s 
distinctive in appearance, and it's 
been used on some of our more 
famous songs, so | understand its 
appeal. 


HP: Did you use the same guitars on 
all the Zeppelin albums? 

JP: Well, let's see. On the first album 
| primarily used a 1958 Fender 
Telecaster. | started using the Les 
Paul more on the second album, 
which was a a 1959 model, | believe. 
We introduced a more acoustic 
sound on the third album, and for 
that | used a Martin acoustic and a 
Harmony acoustic; on the next 
album | recall using a Fender 12- 
string for a song like Stairway To 
Heaven. From there on, | didn’t really 
change what | played. The Telecaster, 
the Strat, the Les Paul and the 12- 
String, along with acoustics were the 
guitars | primarily stuck with. 


HP: Did you change amps often 
through those years? 

JP: | started in the studio with a 
Fender 100-watt amp, and | still play 
the same thing. | don’t believe 
there's a better amp out there. 
Perhaps I’m a little old fashioned in 
that regard because I’m sure there 
are many excellent new amp and 
guitar products out there, but | pre- 


fer to stay with the classics. 


HP: On your 1995 release, No Quarter, 
and also during your live performances 
with Robert Plant, you played your 
Gibsons, as well as a number of different 
acoustic guitars. Are they still the ones 
you've had all these years? 

JP: For the most part— yes, | think they 
all are. 


HP: We keep hearing that there's the 
possibility of a live Led Zeppelin album 
being released in the near future. 


JP: Where did you hear that? | don't , 


believe that’s true. We certainly have 
_ plenty of tapes of live performances, but | 
don't want to be the one who has to 
wade through them, and neither does 
Robert. We both believed making the 
music we are now was far more interest- 
ing than going back and listening to 15 
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or 20 year-old tapes. We've never wanted 
to live in the past, that’s why the updat- 
ing of some of Zeppelin’s songs have 
been so exciting for us. It’s allowed us to 
take some great music and add to it 
using the knowledge and experience 
we've gained over the years. 


HP: How would you term your musical 
relationship with Robert Plant these days. 
Are you always supportive or are you 
occasionally critical? 

JP: | don't know if it can be termed quite 
as simply as that. | would like to think of 
our working relationship as very special. 
I've never had anyone else that | can 
approach with any sort of unusual musi- 
cal idea— no matter how strange they 
might be— and receive immediate reac- 
tions. Robert and | have always had this 
understanding that is almost impossible 
to describe.

HP: Do you expect your relationship to 
continue in the years ahead? 

JP: | was always amused by reports that 
Robert and | weren't talking, or that 
there was some anger between us. That 
was just typical press inaccuracy— an 
attempt to make something when 
there's really no story there. Robert and 
| have had a wonderful relationship for 
more than 25 years, and | certainly hope 
that it will continue long into the 
future. There was a moment when we 
first got back together when we both 
just wanted to see how it would go; if 
we could write together again, and if 
we got on as people. It’s one thing to 
see each other occasionally, or meet for 
lunch, and quite another to plan on 
recording and touring together. But we 
quickly discovered that the old magic 
was still very much there, much to our 
mutual pleasure.
